Athens, June 14.—Theo. P. Delyan- 
nis, too popular premier of Greece, 
was stab i'cd and mortally wounded b y 
a professional gamb ler named Ghora- 
karis, at toe main entrance of the 
chamb er of deputies at 5 p. m. yester­ 
day. The premier died within three 
hours. 
The assassin, who was immediately 
arrested, said he committed the deed 
in rev enge for toe stringent measures 
taken b y Premier Dolyannis against 
the gamb ling houses, all of which re­ 
cently were closed. 
The premier arriv ed at the entrance 
of too chamb er In a carriage. Ghera- 
karis approached, saluted toe premier 
and opened the carriage door. 
The 
premier was In 'he act of thanking 
Gherakarls for his courtesy when the 
gamb ler plunged a long dagger into 
M. Delyannls’ ab domen, inflicting 
frightful wound. 
The murderer was 
Immediately ov erpowered b y the at­ 
tendants.

u nited Sou th for su premacy —the tru e 
pictu re is of a u nited North contending 
against a div ided Sou th. 
The slav e- 
holding states gav e to the armies of 
Union more than half as mahy sold­ 
iers as they gav e to the armies of the 
Confederacy . 
With 
her 
ports all 
sealed, not only was the Sou th fight­ 
ing the North with access to all the 
w’orld for men and su pplies, bu t the 
Sou th was fighting her own sons. In 
the Union armies there were 333,293 
from the Sou th, and 
negro soldiers. 
The Sou th 
fu rnished abou t one-sev enth of the 
army which fou ght against her, so 
that it wou ld appear from the record 
that the Sou th play ed no insignifi­ 
cant part in preserv ing the Tnion of 
the states.

In the fall 
of 18 93 he started to atten d school in 
graded school an d graduated from the 
Lan caster High school in 1904, in the 
modern classical course, bein g 
ex ­ 
ception ally attracted to the lan guages. 
Outside of his regular school work he 
studied Fren ch an d Span ish an d mas­ 
tered typewritin g an d sten ography. In 
August, 1904, he took a position as 
bookkeeper with the Live Stock Com­ 
mission compan y, at the Un ion stock 
yards, Chicago, an d to perfect himself 
in Span ish h© took a course un der a 
Span ish tutor. 
His reason for per­ 
fectin g himself in the lan guage was 
his wish to go to Cuba. 
About two mon ths ago a Span ish 
coun t visited with the Span ish con sul 
a t Chicago an d desired some on e to 
chow him through the stock yards 
who could an swer his in quiries con ­ 
cern in g the workin gs at the yards in 
Span ish. Youn g Ray. hearin g of this.

« offered his services, which were ac­ 
cepted, the two spen din g on e day on 
th e tour. Ray’s kn owledge of the Span ­ 
ish lan guage, as well as his acquain t­ 
an ce with the busin ess methods an d 
work at the stock yards made an im­ 
pression on the coun t.

of the day youn g Ray was In vited to 
atten d a din n er given by the Span ish 
con sul in hon or of the coun t. At this 
Ijan quet the coun t told Ray that when 
lie return ed to Spain if there was an y 
open in g in the way of tutorin g pre­ 
sen ted he would use his in fluen ce to 
obtain a place for him. 
Ray thin kin g the coun t was com­ 
plimen tin g him rather than in earn ­ 
est, told him he would be glad of the 
opportun ity, an d was much surprised 
some time later upon the receipt of a 
letter from the Coun t’s secretary say­ 
in g that the youn g Span ish Kin g Al­ 
fon so wished to learn Americau ways 
an d customs an d desired to get a 
kn owledge of 
American ideas from 
some youn g American an d offered a 
position to him. 
Correspon den ce en ­ 
sued an d an en gagemen t as regards 
salary was made. 
He is to have his 
ex pen ses while in atten dan ce at court 
paid, an d |1,200 a year for two years.

Doom Omens Forecast the Downfall 
of the Russian Empire, Says 
Mr. F. L. Oswald.

attest the 
tru th of reports that almost exceed 
the ominou s signiiicance oi the war 
b u lletins, writes F. L. Oswald, in the 
Cincinnati Itinq u irer. 
eneers for Togo and Oy ama wake 
he midnight echoes of Mu scovite gar­ 
rison towns and are repeated from 
slu ms and parks, from cellars and 
hou setops, till the panting patrols of 
the pou ce renou nce their task in des­ 
pair. 
They are fighting a hy dra. 
And 
that 
ostentatiou s 
sy mpathy 
with the enemies of the empire is 
something 
v ery different from the 
mirth that has often hailed the col­ 
apse of an u npopu lar dy nasty . 
Jeers for the Soldiers. 
Dictator Barrios was hoofed in his 
Twn 
stronghold, 
and 
gray headed 
Qu akers recently exu lted at the flight 
f Philadelphia aldermen, b u t only a 
rehenna of m isgovernment cou ld ex­ 
plain a ju b ilee of thanksgiving ex­ 
ited b y the approach of a conflagra­ 
tion.

H hou nd sinks along with It/* 
relied the mu tineers of the Bou nty , 
ind 
Ru ssian 
malcontents

Precedent Two Hundred Years Old. 
It is a long time since the civilized 
w’orld has witnessed similar scenes. 
Napoleon III. was intensely u npopu lar 
in revolted Paris, b u t the new’S from 
Sedan paraly zed the whole city with 
pity and terror; the veriest d\*namit- 
ards wou ld have hesitated to hew hoop 
a national disaster. 
The q u een regent of Spain had few 
friends in the Py renees, b u t no Car- 
list wou ld have indorsed the idea of 
celeb rating the b attle of Santiago. 
fc-'ven the 
disaffected 
Hu ngarians 
scorned to profit b y the reverses of 
the Au strian empire. 
In 1743 they 
flew to arms in defense of an almost 
vanq u ished empress; in 1808 they did 
all they cou ld for a wholly vanq u ish­ 
ed emperor. They spu rned his b u llies, 
b u t did not like the idea of “kicking 
him while he was down.” 
More than 200 y ears the search for 
a precedent has to range b ack, and 
b ack in the scale of civilization, too, 
to the most despotic empire of that 
period. 
Some 
fou r 
or five of the 
Danu b ian principalities, u nited u nder 
the scepter of the Tu rk, did b laze off 
b ond fires in 108.3, when King Sob ieski 
of Poland rou ted the levies of their 
sovereign with 
frightfu l 
slau ghter. 
Nearly every one of those cou ntries 
had conscripts in the Tu rkish arm y ; 
their sons and b rothers had perished 
in an u ngloriou s cau se, and, for nil 
they kn^w% forfeited their hopes o! 
salvation, b u t, as Marco d’Aviano ex­ 
pressed it, “they preferred the revl-

Servia, Bu lgaria and Transy lvania 
celeb rated the slau ghter of their own 
sons and cheered .John Sob ieski, as 
the su b jects of the czar are clu eriirr 
Admiral Togo;

pathized with the champion of their 
own creed, while orthodox Ru ssians 
are pray ing for the su ccess of ram­ 
pant heathens. 


Pamphlets Distributed Broadcast. 


In Astrakhan the vigilance of the 
police cou ld not prevent a shower of 
pamphlets printed in three langu ages, 
finely 
grammatical 
Ru ssian one of 
them. 
“Wou ld y ou know" the secret 
of these defeats ** say s the au thor 
of the circu lar. 
“The Japanese sol­ 
diers have an interest in the triu mphs 
of their cau se. We have no su ch mo­ 
tive. 
You can clap slaves into u ni­ 
form b u t y ou cannot make them fight 
for their oppressor. 
The wrar is ou r 
God-sent 
(pomilu i-nas). 
Every 
.Ja­ 
panese b omb shell knocks a hole into 
ou r prison walls.” The little circu lar 
was printed on cheap paper, and a 
million copies cou ld have b een dis­ 
trib u ted for a few hu ndred dollars, 
y et it prob ab ly hu rt the Ru ssian gov­ 
ernment more than the elab orate cel­ 
eb rations of the Danu b ian reb els ever 
hu rt the Tu rks. 
The contemporary 
su ltan, however, adm itted,that his dis­ 
may at those demonstration exceeded 
his sorrow at the news from Vienna. 
“It is a foe in ou r own hou se,” he 
said; “it warns u s to w^atch the au x­ 
iliaries of these Giou r^.” 
The Servian 
conscripts 
that had 
fou ght the b attles of his ancestors 
against Tamerlane cou ld no longer 
b e tru sted. 
It was a case of a hou se 
divided against itself, and from that 
day the b u lwarks of the vast edifice 
cru mb led one b y one. 
The Colossu s 
of the East b ecame a “sick man.” 
The b attle of Trafalgar came off at 
the very time when the new emperor j 
of France wa.s hu mb ling his b rother 
kaiser, and after detailing the stu - j 
pendou s victory 
of 
Au sterlitz the • 
Moniteu r incidentally mentioned the ^ 
new's from the Mediterranean in these 
words: “The British, too, have attack­ 
ed u s again, and tru stw’orthy reports 
confirm the ru mor that their admiral, 
the redou b tab le 
Nelson, 
w’as 
shot 
throu gh the b ody b y a French sharp­ 
shooter and died In the arms of the 
su rgeons, whose b est skill was u n­ 
availing to save the often-wou nded 
hero on this occasion. On the w’hole, 
thou gh, his tactics, as u su al, proved 
su perior to ou rs”—a very large master­ 
piece of selected tru th and avoided 
falsehood. 
As a conseq u ence, Paris 
went crazy with 
delight 
over the 
“cou p-de-fou dre en Moravie,” the “Mo­ 
ravian thu nder-clap” that had con­ 
q u ered an honorab le peace, and for 
months not one of a thou sand French­ 
men su spected that Nelson’s crown­ 
ing victory had b een any thing more 
than a skirmish. 


Censorship Inadequate. 


Ru ssian censorship is as vigilant an 
ever, b u t its b arriers are ou t of date 
in an age w’hen sensational new-s are 
carried b f the b irds of the air. 
The 
Togo b u lletins did get su ppressed for 
a day or two on the plau sib le grou nd 
that the Ru ssian admiralty cou ld not 
accept the b oasts of 
the cou ntry ’s 
enemies, and that it wou ld b e more 
dignified to await reports from im­ 
partial sou rces, b u t In the meantime 
trains ru shed in from Berlin, Bu da­ 
pest and Vienna, and the Ru ssian 
agitators soon knew" all they wanted 
to know. 
Warsaw, with its inscru ta­ 
b le telegrams, seems 
to 
have b een 
privately advised almost as promptly 
as London. 
In 
Warsaw and Lodz 
there are Heb rew" b ankers w*ho em­ 
ploy something safer than chiffoe dis­ 
patches, viz: experts in the art of 
say ing one thing and imply ing an­ 
other. 
A message intercepted b y a 
preconcerted code may thu s convey 
information on the riskiest political 
topics, while seeming to deal w"ith 
the details of market reports. 
The advisers of the czar, with all 
their preju dices, have never commit­ 
ted the b lu nder of imderrating the 
power of pu b lic opinion, and it mu st 
drive them almost crazy to know that 
the fort they defend harb ors a legion 
of sy mpathizers with its assailants. 
In the storm and stress of a siege, 
who is to prevent secret signals from 
tu rret tops, or the u ntimely opening 
of a gate?

The building of elevators is by no 
means the only business in which 
drinking is disqualification.

dustrial and financial organizations 
are drawing 
the 
lines 
closer and 
closer every day against the man w^ho 
i drinks. 
Why, hard drinking is held to be a 
disqualification even 
in 
the saloon 
itself. 
The drinking bar-tender can­ 
not hold his own against the sober 
one. 
No business man on earth knows 
better than the saloon-keep er him­ 
self that sobriety is the first essential 
of successful business. And the value 
of the man who “never drinks behind 
the bar** is at a p remium. 
There is a lesson here that ought 
to be easy for every man to learn 
and for every boy who hop es to make 
the best of himself in life to store 
away as one of the most p recious and 
imp ortant treasures of his education.
